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What Is Air? . 


Hi | B “an 1894 every chemist thought he knew what air is. 
| | “A mechanical mixture of moisture, nitrogen and oxygen, 
with traces of hydrogen, and carbon dioxide,’’ he would 
explain. There was so much oxygen and nitrogen in a given 
sample that he simply determined the amount of oxygen present 

and assumed the rest to be nitrogen. 





One great English chemist, Lord Rayleigh, found that the nitro- 
gen obtcined from the air was never so pure as that obtained from 
some compound like ammonia. What was the “impurity’’? In 
co-operation with another prominent chemist, Sir William Ram- 
say, it was discovered in an entirely new gas—‘‘argon.’’ Later 
came the discovery of other rare gases in the atmosphere. The 
air we breathe contains about a dozen gases and gaseous com- 
pounds. 





This study of the air is an example of research in pure science. 
Rayleigh and Ramsay had no practical end in view—merely the 
discovery of new facts. ~ 

A few years ago the Research Laboratories of the General Elec- 
tric Company began to study the destruction of filaments in ex- 
hausted lamps in order to ascertain how this happened. It wasa 
purely scientific undertaking. It was found that the filament 
evaporated—boiled away, like so much water. 





Pressure will check boiling or evaporation. If the pressure within 
a boiler is very high, it will take more heat than ordinarily to boil 
the water. Would a gas under pressure prevent filaments from 
boiling away? If so, what gas? It must be a gas that will not 
combine chemically with the filament. The filament would burn 
in oxygen; hydrogen would conduct the heat away too rapidly. 
Nitrogen is a useful gas in this case. It does form a few com- 
pounds, however. Better stillis argon. It forms no compounds 
at all. ; 

Thus the modern, efficient, gas-filled lamp appeared, and so 
argon, which seemed the most useless gas in the world, found a 
practical application. 

Discover new facts, and their practical application will take 
care of itself.

A few days ago a most distressing 
incident occurred at the Fore River 


ship building plant. An employee of 


the plant, who had only recently come 
to this country from Portugal, was ar- 
rested on the charge of insulting the 


American flag. | He was accused of 


having cleaned his shoes with the flag. 
His defense was that he knew nothing 
of the English language or of Ameri- 
can ideals and customs. He had 
thought that what he had used to clean 
his shoes was only a piece of rag. He 
did not even recognize the flag of the 
country in which he intended to make 
The court accepted his ex- 
olanation and released him. ‘This in- 
cident shows the lack of respect to our 
flag every day. This lack is caused 
by ignorance in most cases. 

How can incidents, like this be avoid- 
ed? There is-only one sure way, and 
that is to educate the foreigner = and 
teach him to respect the flag of the 
country he is making his own. This 
can be done by means of night schools 
where the foreigner can learn the lan- 
guage and the traditions of the United 
States. | He would soon learn to re- 
spect the flag and the country for 
which it stands. 

In most of our public schools, es- 
pecially in the grammar schools, the 
pupils salute the flag every morning. 
This helps to make the pupils realize 
what the true meaning of the flag is. 
The study of American history also 
teaches the pupils the traditions of the 
country and of the flag. 

If the foreigners could be educated 
in this respect the tendencies to anarchy 
and Bolshevism of certain classes in this 
‘country would be greatly reduced. 
Many of the people would then try to 
protect, instead of trying to injure, this 
country. The great war, a short time 
ago, showed us the great respect in 
which foreign-born citizens of the Uni- 
ted States held this country. Many 
of these men gave their lives to protect 
the flag of their adopted country dur- 
ing this war. They had learned what 
the flag really means.

CHANGESMIN THE 
MASSACHUSETTS 
CONSTITUTION 


An address given by Benjamin 
Loring Young, before the Junior and 
Senior Classes in the school hall, Nov. 
16, 1920. 

There have been two changes in the 
revised Constitution of Massachusetts, 
both of which, give added power to the 
Governor. 

The first change calls for a Budget 
System. A Budget is the annual 
statement relative to the finances of the 
State, in which is presented a balance 
sheet of the 
penditures of the past year, the estima- 
ted income and expenditures of the 
coming year and a statement of the 
mode of taxation proposed to meet such 
expenditures. 

Before the Budget Plan was adop- 
ted, the Ways and Means Committee 
composed of eleven men, recommended 
the appropriations of all the necessary 
money to the State Institutions. I his 
system was very poor as they never 
knew how they stood in money matters, 
and favoritism was likely to exist. 

By the new system, there is one man 
a Superintendent who hears the request 
for money. He can call in experts 
and thus be certain of the needs. All 
requests must be in before the twelfth 
of October of the year in advance of 
the one for which the grant is to be 
made. The Superintendent makes a 
list of the requests and turns it over tc 
the Governor, who then makes up a 
Budget and sends it to the Legislature. 
By this\means the Governor alone is 
responsible for the Budget. The Legis- 
lature then acts upon it and the appro- 
priations for the next year are taken 
care of, whereas before, there were 
one hundred and fifty bills presented 
each year. 

The approximate expenses of Mass- 
achusetts amount to $35,000,000 per 
year, Ejght million is used for the 
insane, four million for the care of the 
highways and several million are used 
for *he care of the poor, orphans, etc. 

This enormus sum is raised by the 
income and inheritance taxes, by re- 
venue, and by the taxation of towns 
and cities. Everyone is taxed. If 
one only buys a loaf of bread,. he is 
paying a tax, indirectly, through the 
store manager.

There are still in 
the best vacuum obtainable more molecules per cubic centimeter 
than there are people in the world, in other words, about two 
billion. Whenever a new jogging device is invented, it becomes 
possible to eject a few million more molecules. 














The Research Laboratories of the General Electric Company 
have spent years in trying to drive more and more molecules of 
air from containers. The chief purpose has been to study the 
effects obtained, as, for example, the boiling away of metals in 
a vacuum.

This investigation of high vacua had unexpected results. It

XA N SORROW we 
make record of the 
passing away of one of 
the teachers of the Rindge 
Technical School. On 
Christmas morning at 
half past nine, at the hour 
when most of us were 
greeting our friends with 
happy Christmas  wish- 
es, Mr. Norton entered into the gift 
of the abundant life. It was diffi- 
cult for us who had seen him so re- 
cently at his work to believe that 
he had really gone from us. We 
could not at first think that his 


work among us was finished. ‘ 


His faithful service of twenty 
years as teacher at Rindge make: 
it fitting and proper that we should 
pause to consider his life and ser- 
vice and to express the appreciation 
in which he was held by the teach- 
ers and pupils. 

It was at St. Johnbury Acade- 
my that Mr. Norton prepared for 
Dartmouth College where he was 
graduated in the class of 1892. 
He began his career as a teacher 
at Lebanon, New York. He re- 
mained there ony one. year and then 
took a position as instructor in the 
Academy at Springfield, N. Y. 
Here he taught for two years, when 
he was called to the principalship 

_ of an academy in Providence, R. I. 
This position he held for three 
years, when he resigned to enter 
the Graduate School of Harvard 
University where he spent two years 
specializing in science and mathe- 
matics.

ee Message Received? 


VERY incandescent lamp has a filament. 
Mount a metal plate on a wire in the lamp 
near the filament. A current leaps the space 

between the filament and the plate when the filament 
glows. 


Edison first observed this phenomenon in 1883. 
Hence it was called the ‘‘Edison effect.’’ 


Scientists long studied the “‘effect’’ but they could not explain 
it satisfactorily. Now, after years of experimenting with Crookes 
tubes, X-ray tubes and radium, it is known that the current that 
leaps across is a stream of ‘‘electrons’’— exceedingly minute par- 
ticles negatively charged with electricity. 


These electrons play an important part in wireless communica- 
tion. When a wire grid is interposed between the filament and 
the plate and charged positively, the plate is aided in drawing 
electrons across; but when the grid is charged negatively it drives 
back the electrons. A very small charge applied to the grid, as 
small as that received from a feeble wireless wave, is enough to 
vary the electron stream. 


So the grid in the tube enables a faint wireless impulse to con- 
trol the very much greater amount of energy in the flow of elec- 
trons, and so radio signals too weak to be perceived by other 
means become pe: ceptible by the effects that they produce. Just 
as the movement of a throttle controls a great locomotive in 
motion, so a wireless wave, by means of the grid, affects the pow-. 
erful electron stream, 


All this followed from studying the mysterious “‘ Edison etfect’” 
—a purely scientific discovery. 


INo one can foresee what results will follow from research in pure 
science. Sooner or later the world must benefit practically from 
the discovery of new facts. 


For this reason the Research Laboratories of the General 
Electric Company are concerned as much with investigations 
in pure science as they are with the improvement of industrial 
processes and products. They, too, have studied the “Edison 
effect”’ scientifically. The result has been a new form of electron 
tube, known as the “‘ pliotron’’, a type of X-ray tube free from the 
vagaries of the old tube; and the “‘kenetron”’, which is called by 
electrical engineers a ‘‘rectifier’’ because it has the property of 
changing an alternating into a direct current. 


All these improvements followed because the Research Labora- 
tories try to discover the “how” of things. Pure science always 
justifics itself.

American was Theodore Roosevelt. 
Draped in the flag he lived to serve, 
the body of this great citizen was car- 
ried to its final resting place with simple 
rites, January 8,1919. To his grave 
thas come a king, a prince, and many 
cther noted Europeans to pay tribute 


to his memory. Since Julius Ceasar, 


probably no one has been such an idol 
of public popularity as Roosevelt. 
Theodore Roosevelt was born in 


New York City, October 27, 1858. 
As a boy he was sickly and weak. 
He attended private school; from there 
entering the Freshman Class of Har- 
vard University in 1876. After en- 
tering Harvard he took part in many 
of its sports and gradually gained 
rugged health. At graduation he 
stood twenty second in a class of one 
hundred seventy, and was consequent- 
ly elected to the Phi Beta Kappa, the 
society of scholars. 

From Harvard he went on a hunt- 
ing trip to Maine, and returning to 
New York several months later join- 
ed the twenty first district Republican 
Club, ran for the New York State 
Assembly and was elected. This was 
his begining in politics. 

At the end of Mr. Roosevelt’s term 
in the State Assembly he went West 
and bought a ranch in Dakota. Here 
he learned the customs and character- 
istics of Western people. Two years 
later he came East again, accepted the

THEODORE ROOSEVELT 


Republican nomination for Mayor of 
New York City, was defeated and re- 
tired temporarily from public life. 
Soon after this defeat President 
Harrison appointed Roosevelt to the 
Civil Service Commision where he ser- 
ved eight years, being reappointed by 
President Jackson. | Upon his retire- 
ment he went to New York City where 
he accepted the office of President of 
the Board of Police Commissioners. 
City politics are often a graveyard for 
reputations. Those wishing to rise 
high in State and National politics us- 
ually avoid municipal entanglements. 
At the expiration of Roosevelt’s term 
in 1897 the Editor of the New York 
Tribune wrete him a letter which wth 
later published in every big paper of 
the country telling him “‘that he was 
doing the greatest work in New York 
City that any American was capable 


of doing.” 
In 1897 the Republican Party 
again came into prominence. Roose- 


velt was appointed Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy. Shortly following, war 
was declared with Spain. Roosevelt 
resigned his office, and went to war 
with his Rough Riders. Every Ameri- 
can has either read of or heard of his 
famous charge up the San Juan Hill. 
When the Rough Riders disbanded he 
went back to New York and was elect- 
ed Governor of that State. 

In 1900 McKinley was reelected 


President. The Vice-President was 
Theodore Roosevelt. His term as 
Vice-President was short. President 


McKinley was assassinated and Vice- 
President Roosevelt became President 
Roosevelt. In 1904 he was reelected 
President. 
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A party called the Progressive and 
later the Bull Moose Party, was form- 
ed in the hope that it might introduce 
me‘hcds whereby the people could rule 
more directly. Roosevelt was nomin- 
ated for President but the split in the 
Republican Party was so decisive that 
the solid Democratic Party came into 
office. 


In 1917 the United States entered 
the great War. Roosevelt offered to 
raise and lead abroad a Regiment of 
twenty thousand men. There were 
over one hundred and seventy thous- 
and applicants for this regiment. His 
offer was at once rejected by the Pres- 
ident so he devoted his time to denoun- 
cing German Propaganda and preach- 
ing Americanism. Furthermore four 
of his sons enlisted and went abroad. 
The youngest, Quentin, was killed in 
action. This broke Roosevelt's heart, 
and yet he went on preaching his policy 
of Americanism. 

He urged every red blooded Ameri- 
can to enlist and fight for his country. 
His strenuous life and great sorrow 
now told on him and the end soon came 


The American public loved and 
almost worshiped Theodore Roosevelt 
because he was a man, and a man of 
his word. He knew his people. He 
did the right thing at the right time and 
as It was supposed to be done. As a 
President he surrounded himself with 
the countries wisest men_ regardless 
of party, and when he needed advice 
he was not afraid to ask for it. There 
can be but one Theodore Roosevelt, 
and by following the example he has 
set we shall become real Americans.

lege or any other institution of learn- 
ing. The solution of it should not be 
neglected, in fact, cannot be neglected 
if the student wishes to obtain a pass- 
ing mark and receive a diploma. If 
the student is careless and does not ap- 
ply himself to his studies in the right 
way, this work may become a drudge 
erv to him To avoid this, each student 
should go about this work systematic- 
ally. There should be set apart from 
each day a certain time to be used for 
the preparation of home work, and the 
student should be careful to use this 
time each day for this purpose and not 
to let other things interfere. But more 
than a fixed time ts necessary. While 
the student is prparing his work, he 
should think clearly about the subject 
he is preparing, and be careful not to 
let other thoughts interfere. If he sets 
apart the evening for his lessons, he 
_ may be able to engage in athletics in 
the afternoon, if he so desires, but he 
should not let these sports interfere 
with his lessons. If he finds that he 
should spend more time on his home 
work than he can do in the evening, he 
may possibly have to give up one or 
more of his outside activities. The 
preparation’ of this work, if it is pre- 
pared well, will not only help the stu- 
dent while he is in school, but will train 
his mind, and make it keener and more 
accurate when he goes from school to 
take up that particular business for 
which he has been fitting himself. 
The failure to prepare home work is 
hard not only on the individual, but on 
other members of his class. If the 
home work js not prepared, the recita- 
tion will be retarded, and many bright- 
er students, who could progress far 
more rapidly if they were given the 
chance, are forced to wait for those 
who are lagging behind.

THE HISTORY OF THE PILGRIMS 
AND THEIR INFLUENCE UPON 
THE LIFE OF NEW ENGLAND 


The Pilgrim spirit 
But walks 


is not dead, 
in noon’s hkroad light. 
—Whittier. 


“God sifted a whole nation that he 


might send choice grain into the 
wilderness,” said William Stoughton 
in 1688. 


This grim old Puritan did not ex- 
aggerate, for the founders of New 
England were indeed choice grain 
sent into the wilderness to set up a 
model government; a government,— 
which, up to that time, was unknown 
to the world,—of the people, by the 


people, and for the people. Thus the © 


Pilgrims may justly be proclaimed 
the founders of the “free and equal” 
government which now. spans the 
continent. © a 

The founders of that government 
were not restless soldiers of fortune 
attracted by promises of piunder, 
traders attracted by prospects of 
profits, or poor people seeking to im- 
prove their economic condition. 
They: were drawn from the very best 
elements of the English nation. 

They came to the wilderness to 
establish for themselves and their 
children homes, free from the re- 
strictions on religious faith and forms 
of worship, that prompted many of 
them, in 1609, to leave England and 
seek freedom of worship in Holland. 
There they found themselves among 
a crowded people of different speech 
and customs. It became evident to 
the parents that in time their chil- 
dren would cease to be English; 
therefore, after a period of twelve 
years, a number of Pilgrims left 
Holland, resolved te emigrate to 
America. 

_After much solicitation and little 
encouragement, they secured land in 
New England from the London Com- 
pany and financial backing from a 
company of London merchants on

extremely hard terms. Two ships, 


the “Mayflower” and the “Speed- 
well” were fitted out for them, but 
the “Speedwell” proving wunsea- 


worthy, the “Mayflower” sailed alone 
from Plymouth, England, September 
16, 1620, having one hundred and one 
persons on board. 

After a voyage lasting sixty-three 
dafs, the “Mayflower” anchored in 
what is now Provincetown Harbor. 
There, in the cabin, a constitution 
was adopted and John Carver was 
elected governor for one year. Aiter 
several weeks spent in exploration, 
the entire expedition landed, Decem- 
ber 21, 1620, at a place which they 
named Plytmouth. Here they erected 
a community house, which served 
them for church, barracks, hospital 
and storehouse. 

They formed a military company 
and set up a battery of four great 
guns on a commanding site. After 
several skirmishes with Indians, 
they effected a treaty of peace with 
Massasoit, a great chieftain, which 
was sacredly kept for fifty-four years. 
During the first winter the sickness 
and mortality were great. Of the 
seventeen wives in the colony, four- 
teen died, while four of the twenty- 


four families were obliterated. A 
relief ship arrived the following 
yvoar, bringing needed supplies. In 


when the 
arrived 


were well established 
t of the Puritan colonists 
Qa ; in 1628. 

The great Puritan emigration be- 
gan in 1629, whon thirteen vessels 
with 709 souls arrived in Massachu- 
setts hay. In quick stuecession towns 
were formed all over what is now 
New England, from which grew the 
great New England of today. 

The influence of those stern, up- 
right, law abiding people has been 
nvon New England since the little 
band of Pilgrims landed at Plymouth. 
They were imbued with the sense 
of fair play, with real love and sym- 
pathy for humanity, and with spirit- 
ual zeal that make for complete 
manhood and womanhood. Those 
principles for which they braved the 
dangers of the sea and a savage 
wilderness, the hardships of a barren 
land, have not perished from New 
England. Civil rights, religious lib- 
erties, just law and its equal appli- 
cation to all still predominate. In- 
dustrial New England is builded up- 
on the solid foundation laid. by the 
Puritan fathers. ‘The educational 
supremacy of New England of today 
may justly be attributed to the good 
judgment of the Pilgrims. 

Town government was the form 
established ‘by the Pilgrims. They 
gathered together to make laws for 
the common good of the colony. 





Those laws were not only passed, 
but were strictly enforced. Ninety- 
two percent of the people of Massa- 
chusetts of to-day are subject to 
town government, and much of New 
England still retains that type of 
government. “Law and order” was 
enforced in the early Puritan col- 
onies. That ideal has been reflected 
to the present day. A recent occur- 
ence in Massachusetts plainly showed 
the spirit of the people toward 
‘law and order,” when the Boston 
Police went on a strike. causing the 
civil and property rights to be men- 
aced; the Police were immediately 
discharged by the governor. The re- 
sponse of the citizens to this action 
taken by the governor, plainly 
showed that that ideal of the Puri- 
tans still has its influence upon the 
life of New England. 

Many of us do not realize the 
greatness of religious tolerance. It 
is a contribution to us from the Pil- 
grims, who suffered that we might 
enjoy the blessings of freedom of 
worship. Their sufferings were not 
in vain, for the plant of religious 
freedom grew, and grew, until it has 
not only spréad over..New. England, 
but over the whole continent. 

In 1636 the general court appropri- 
ated a sum of four hundred pounds 
towards establishing a college at 
Cambridge. It is said that this as- 
sembly was “the first body in which 
the people gave their own money to 
founi a place of education.” Two 
¥, s.Jater, 1638, John Harvard, dy- 
ing childless. bequeathed his library 
and half of his estate to the college, 
which now bears his name. In 1647 
Massachusetts planted a new mile- 


stone along the road of progress 
when a law was passed requiring 
each town of fifty householders to 
“appoint one within their town to 


teach such children as shall resort 
to him to -write and read.” Thus 
we have the birth of: the great 
“American System” of education. 


The influence of that important step 
in progress, has made New England 
distinguished ‘to-day. That radiant 
influence has been absorbed and tve-. 
flected by the lives of great men,— 
patriots, poets, and statesmen,—of 
the past and present, and by the peo- 
ple in general of New England. Thov-e 
is a quality in their speech and man- 
ners, which they inherit from the 
Pilgrims, and which predominate 
wherever they may be. Great praise 
is due to the Pilgrims for that con- 
iribution which has done more for 
the uplifting and upbuilding of New 
England than can be imagined. 
Manufacturing and trade began in 
New England at a very early stage.

Examiner of Middlesex County. The 


present examiner, Dr. David C. Dow, 
is a Rindge graduate of the class of 
93, and his assistant, Dr. Winthrop 
Adams, is well known to the boys of 
the {school not only as a famous 
Rindge athlete of the past but also as 
the physician in charge of the football 
team last fall. 

Dr. 'Dow; after graduation from 
Rindge, attended Tufts Medical 
Schocl. He graduated from Tufts 
with honors, and after some hospital 
practice opened a Cambridge office. 
From that time to the present he has 
been blessed with a steadily increasing 
practice and has won for himself a 
position of leadership in medical cir- 
cles of a city where the standard set 
for physicians is especially high. At 
the outbreak of the war Dr. Dow, 
who had served for some years as sur- 
geon of the Naval Brigade of the 
Mass. Militia, enlisted in the Navy. 
He was given the rank of Lieutenant, 
and assigned to duty at Bumpkin 
Island, where he served for the dura- 
tion of the war. ‘It was after his re- 
turn from the service that he was ap- 
pointed to the office of medical exam- 
iner by Governor Coolidge.
